REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD. 


For the year ending February, 1916, the school board 
submits the following report: 


During the past year we have maintained five schools of 
thirty-six weeks each. This is several more weeks than have 
been held in previous years. Some children of the northern 
part of the town have attended school in the neighboring 
towns of Chichester and Pittsfield the same as has been 
done in years past. Our teachers have been competent in 
their efforts to accomplish good results. We think the 
town should take advantage of the state aid in securing 
approved teachers. To make this possible it is necessary 
for every parent to,make an effort to help in bringing the 
attendance to the percentage required by law. 

For repairs we have painted the New Orchard school 
buildings inside and out, also the Gossville schoolhouse on 
the inside. Other minor repairs have been made when 
practical. 

No change has been made in books in the past year. New 
arithmetics are needed as well as some other text-books. 

The truant officer’s report shows the number of children 
of school age in town to be 64 boys and 51 girls. 

At the close of the spring term we held the graduating 
exercises of the eighth grade, Thursday evening, June 17, 
1915, in the I. O. O. F. hall at Short Falls. A program 
was presented by the graduates after which diplomas were 
presented to a class of ten. Of this class seven are attend- 
ing Pembroke Academy. During the year over thirty (30) 
students from Epsom have availed themselves of high 
school privileges. . 
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The board recommends that the town raise and appro- 
priate $800 for high school tuition and $200 for books and 
supplies.
